TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. ~ 
‘Two Men Blinded by an Explosion==Nine 
Days without Food.

THE PROSECUTION CONTINUED. 


‘Teespar, Sept. 8, 1863. 

There was not so great a crowd round the 
Court House this morning as on the previous 
day. It had become generally known that 
sdinission could only bo gained by ticket, aad 
‘the general public being unprovided with 
thess, did not turn out ia such force as on 
Yesterday. ‘The court room wat-comiortably 
filled, (if such « phrase can apply to it) ho 
‘ever, a8 the day's business went on, and the 
‘sath interest continued to be manifested in 
hg trial, 

policeman who so crustily perform. 
ed the duty of door-keeper on Monday, was 
replaced by two others. But this did not 
make matters much Letter, because the door- 
kkeoper of the first dey cartied ont the absurd 
regulation of taking up the tickets as the peo- 
ple entered, trusting to bis own knowledge of 
Physiognomy (and he ts by no means a Lava-

THE EVIDENCE FOR THE DEFENCE 
CONTINUED. 
Frupay, September 11, 1868.

The irrepressible question of Russia in 
the East is not only emerging again into 
prominence, but even receivin: 
to our correspondence, 
al solution, Most readers now understand 
what this “question” actually means. 
Plainly stated it comes to this—shall we, 
same day or other, have to ight with Ras 
sin for the possession of India? If so, 
would it be for our advantage to select the 
time and place for ourselves, to choose our 
own battlefield and, perhaps, precipitate 
the contest before our enemy's preparations 

red? In. India itself these con 


fin Ought we not to secure 
while we ean, the eontrol, command, or 
possession of Affhanistan, the country, and 
now the only country, which intervenes 
between the ‘territories’ actually occupied 
by Russia and our own? All these ques- 
tions have lately been revived by the ad 
vances of the Russian armies on the one 
hand, and the convulsions of Affghanis- 
tan on the other. ‘The stride made by 
the Czar's forees in Bokhara is looked up- 
oa as a warning ngt to be mistaken; the 
revolution in Cabul is an opportunity not 
tobe lost. 
Every step of the argument must ob- 
viously’ depend upon the answer of the 
question frst propounded, respecting the 
real dosigns of Russia, If she has no de. 
signs agaiast British India, the case falls 
to the ground ; but on this point it is clear- 
ly impossible to establish at present any 
conclusion at all. Russia herself, could not 
say, still leas ean we divine, what her ideas, 
aspirations, or necessities may be fifty, five- 
and-twenty; or even ten years hence.” Our 
last Calcutta letter spoké with evident dis- 
trust of the advances she has recently made 
not only “unnecessarily,” but “contrary 
to all her professions "” of modggation and 
It is fair, however, to remember 
that precisely the same remarks might at 
any time the last sixty years have been 
directed against ourselves. We, too, 
ways deprecated conquest and aggrandi 
: Dut we did advance, nevertheless, 
from Bengal to the Punjab, and, in fact, 
have come far more than half way to meet 
Gur assumed ene ay. However, it is cer- 
tainly prudent, and would probably be 
correct, to regard Kussia as a rival power 
against which at some time or othier British 
India may have to be defended. Then 
comes at once the question how, when, or 
where should this defence be undertaken 
or 
he invasion of Afighariistan for the pur- 
pose of obtaining command of the country 
would be popular in Indit, because it 
would mean war, and because war implies 
not only active employment for a military 
population, but chanee of promotion, glory, 
and gain. ' Anglo-Indians therefore speak 
on this subject with a preposseasion s0 
strong a to impair the value .of their con- 
clusions. Less biessed observers ean dis- 
cern two cogent objections against any such 
expedition. It would go far to defea 
own end; and if it were ever so successful 
it would leave us as open to the ions 
of Russia as before. We have acquired 
Tage ofthe Atjhaclta and that way 
istans and their wa 
They are Fa quarreling among 
Capos and the losing party would be 
to t our ration. 
Sr caber tela, if'et chew toner ao 
country, we could find an excuse, and a 
native faction to side w th us for the time. 
Bat it is perfeotly certain that if we did 
this we should make the Affghans, as x 
nation, our enemies, and we should, in fact, 
be throwing them in the arms of Russia, 
whose allianee they would solicit, against 
us. Moreover, the occupation of the eoun- 
try, or of its’ strong places, though it 
would not be a work beyond ous power, 
would infallibly cost us infinite trouble, 
and would be aitended by a serious drain 
‘upon our resources, In short, asa result 
‘we should find ourselves impoverished by 
oe war, and with the and of every 
‘against us. In that condition we 
should be exposed immediately to the 
attack of the enemy. We should simply 
have marched from the Indus to the Oxus 
to moot the forces of Russia, instead of 
waiting for thom on the former river with 
ourstrength unimpaired. ‘Theconclusion, 
in fact, of our wisest Indian statesmen is, 
this—that whoever invades Affghanisten to 
seek a foe on tho opposite frontier will do 
80 to his cost. cost we had better 
leave to the enemy, and this reflection ap 
pears to have the ive 
icy now ascribed to Sir John Lawrence 
and his advisers.

TUE EARTHQUAKE AT GIBRALTAR, 


[Prow the Londos Shipping Gazette.) 


‘The vocurrence of an earthquake at Gib- 
raltar and a renewal of the eruption of 
Mount’ Vesuvius, are considered by the 
Duily News to afford proof that the whole 
district covered by the Mediterranean and 
the adjacent shores forms but one earth- | 
quake district, ‘The evidences of simul 
taneous or reciprocal action are sufficiently 
numerous and strikivg to leaye little room 
for doubt on th> subject. For nearly five 
centuries, from the . commencement of the 
thirteenth, the southern parts of Italy Sicily, 
the Grecian Archip nd the shores of 
Asia Minor, were disturbed by frequent 
earthquakes and folcanic eruptions, whilst 
the earthquake district of Syriaand Judwa 
was aliost quiet. In a similar way it has 
been noticed that when Etna has ‘been in 
a state of great activity, Vesuvius has been 
quiescent, and vice versa, thus showing that 
but one vent of the volcanic district is re- 
quired at ove time. On the other havd, 
the southern parts of the Spanish peninsula 
have often been devastated by great earth- 
quakes simultaneously with northern Africa. 
It may appear at first sight unreasonable to 
draw at once from simultancous and from 
non-simultaneons disturbances au evidence 
of the intercommunication of subterranean 
forces. But in reality one phenoyenon

A Large and influential meetiog of lamber- 
mzn in the Ontario District was held at the 
Dafoe House, B:lleville, on Friday afternoon, 
1th inst, ‘he meeting was called by the 
Department of Crown Lande, in compliance 
with a petition of the local mill owners on 
the Salmon River, and was presided over by 
J.C. Miller, Eq, on officer of the Department. 
‘A gentleman who was present furnishes the 
following respecting the inecting : 

“Tho complaint of the petitioners called 
the large lumbering establishents a mono- 
poly, and undertook to show that the local 
mills couid not bo supplied with timber tor 
the use of the country on account of the 
larger mill owners monopolizing all the tim~ 
ber, It was shown by the returns fiom the 
Crown Timber Office that twenty per cent, of 
the saw logs got out on Salmon River were 
taken from lands not covered Ly. Iumberer's 
ligenses. It was also shown that two sales of 
‘timber limits had taken place within the last 
seven years on the Salmon waters, that they 

‘small lots, sold at low figures, 
18 teach Of any person, and that 
there was not « local mill owner purchased at 
these saler,—that they had always got theit 
timber for nothing, and that ‘they declined 
Paying for it. It was also showa that two 
tuillion five hundred and thirty-two standard 
saw loge were got out in the Ontario agency 
daring the last four years,and that one million 
‘one huadred and ninety-eight thousand of the 
logs were cut without authority of licenses, 
and open to all purchasers.”

SIR JOHN FRANKLIN. 


A.clue (0 the mystery enveloping the fate 
of Sir Jobin Franklin and his fellow voyagers 
amid the ice-bouad regions of the Arctic zone, 
seems tobave been discovered. By the re 
cent arrival from the Polar regions cf Dr. 
Goold, of Dublin, late and interesting intelli- 
genco’ is afforded respecting the search now 
prosecuted by Captain Hall for traces or re 
talus of the Brebws and Terror and the 
crows. In August, 1867, Captain Hall was at 
Repulse Bay, preparing an expedition to 
King William’s Land, where, from Ynforma- 
tion obtained from the Esquimaus, it rooms 
beyond doubt that important records and some 
relles of the Franklia expe ition are still pre— 
served. ‘The polut to bs reached was four 
hinndred and fitty miles north of Kicpalse Bay, 
and in & country the inbabitaats of which 

e known tobe bostile to Europ-ans and 
to the Esquimaux living at Repulse Ray. It 
was the opinion of the latter, who are known 
ax King Aibeit’s followers, that Franklin's 
men bad been killed by King William's men. 
Avcording to native information, tho last six 
survivors of the party built a cavern or rade 
Yault of stones, and deposited in it some 
documents and'such articles as they had no 
ure for, ot would be an incumbrance to them 
in their journey southward. It is Dr. Hall's 
object to reach this depository, and from his 
well known repatation for intrepldity, energy, 
and endurance, it may be prosumed’ that no 
dangers or hardships will deter him from his 

yurpos. 

Tf will doubthiss cause a thrill of mingled 
surprire and sorrow to learn that after all that 
has been done to discover the Franklin expe- 
dition, two of its members survived to as r 

period as 1864. ‘These were Captal
